A meteor passed over Belfast shortly 
aíter eight o'clock on Saturday morning. 
It sped across the heavens at a speed of 
30 miles per second, or 1,800 miles a 
minute. 

Dr. E. M. Lindsay, astronomer at 
Armagh Observatory, said that it was un- 
doubtedly a meteor, and that they were to 
be expected at this time of the year. Judg- 
ing by the description, he said, it seemed 
to have been a very brilliant one. ‘‘ We 
are,” he added, ‘ passing through a 
shower of meteors at the present time.” 
He added that it was possible it belonged 
to one of the showers called Leonids, which 
appeared to come from the constellation 
Leo. ‘ They travel about 30 miles a 
second, which is pretty fast,’’ he observed. 

Mr. Joseph W. Kenneth, of Castlereagh 
road, Belfast, said: “ Its colour was the 
purest of green, and gave the impression 
of the are of an electric carbon lamp.”’ 
Behind it. he said, trailed a stream of 
orange sparks. Holding a ruler at arm’s 
length, the tail would cover a length of 
two inches by perspective. The meteor’s 
speed gave the impression of a crack 
express travelling at its best. It was 
visible for about seven seconds travelling

It was then t 
Sir Christopher Wren supplied the model for 
the buil which the Duke of Ormond 
nsored, and on the site there arose the 
elightful set of halls and apartments which 
housed old soldiers of the British Army until 
the foandation of the Irish Free State. From 
1684 to 1922 the veterans of the British Army 
occupied its rooms and took exercise in its 
extensive grounds and gardens, and the 
General Officer Commanding-in-Chief the 
Forces m Ireland had his official residence.

SEAN CONNOLLY MEMORIAL 
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An Irish limestone memorial etone was un- 
veiled in Glasnevin Cemetery to Captain Sean 
Connolly, of the Irish Citizen Army, who 
was killed at the City Hall, Dublin, in Easter 
Week, 1916.
